WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 — 


(AP)—Power to make peri- 
odic revaluation of the dollar 
within the limited range of 50 
to 60 per cent of its present 
gold content was asked of con- 
gress today by President 
Koosevelt in a special message 
urging government ownership 
of all monetary gold. 


Mr Roosevelt recommended also 


creation of a $2,000,000,000 fund out 
of profits realized from devaluation 
with which the 
secretary of the 


treasury could trade in gold, for- 
eign exchange and government se- 
curities for "the regulation of the 
currency, the maintenance of the 
credit of the government and the 
general

His message sought legislative 
title to the $3,500,000,000 of Feder- 
al Reserve bank gold with provision 
for payment in gold certificates- 
warehouse receipts on gold dollars 
in the treasury.

His message made clear the in- 
tention to proceed with "commodi- 
ty dollar" plans, envisioning a flex- 
ible dollar ranging—as compared 
with the present statutory gold 
content—at 
between 50 and 
60 


cents. 
Democratic leaders in congress 


quickly predicted he would get the 
legislation sought, despite opposi- 
tion both from 
the republican 


rajiks and within his own party. 
The president's words wsre in 


part: 
No Exact Value Fixed. 
"Because of world uncertainties, 
I do not believe it desirable in the 
publie interest that an exact value 
be now fixed."

"The president is authorized by

ed the authority sought in a special 
message today. 


Dollar Now Worth 62 Cents. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 15—(AP)— 


The new treasury 
gold price of 


$34.45 an ounce, to be effective to- 
morrow, will give the dollar an in- 
dicated gold value of 60 per cent of 
parity, which is the upper limit of 
revaluation proposed by President 
Roosevelt. 
At $34.06 an ounce, the price 


which has ruled since December 18 
and which was again posted this 
morning, the dollar's gold value has 
been 60.69 per cent of parity, al- 
though during that interval foreign 
exchanges have put a higher valu- 
ation on American currency. 
On the basis of the -French gold 
franc, the dollar's gold value has 
been indicated at between 63 and 64 
cents for sveeral weeks, bnt today's 
rise in foreign exchange rates put 
the figures below 62 cents.

OF SON'S WIFE 


Defense Lawyer Says She 
was Object of Daughter- 


in-Law's Love.

ING, CHICAGO, Jan. 5—<£>)— Dr. 
Alice Lindsay Wynekoop, 62-year- 
old defendant in Chicago's most 
sensational murder trial of recent 
history, today heard herself 
de- 


scribed as the cold-blooded slayer 
of her daughter-in-law, Rheta, and 
a few minutes later pictured as the 
object of Rheta's greatest love. 


Prosecutor Charles S. Dougherty, 
in his opening summary, declared 
that the Wynekoop family was in 
financial-distress an dthat ~an- in- 
surance policy on the life of Rheta 
was obtained while mortgages on 
their home and premiums on other 
policies were unpaid. 


He emphasized his charges that 
Earle, husband of the slain Rheta 
whose absence from the murder 
trial of his mother has aroused wide 
comment, purchased the gun with 
which Rheta was slain on the day 
that his mother took on. the policy 
on Rheta's life. 


Feared Losing Husband 


W W. Smith, attorney for the 


defense, followed Dougherty 
with 
his own introduction to the case. 
He described Rheta as a girl whose 
mind was upset by two factors — 
a fear of Closing the love of her 
husband and a horror of contract- 
ing tuberculosis, a disease which 
caused her mother's death. 
"Rheta had declared that the 


greatest love she knew in life was 
shown to her by Dr. Wynekoop, her 
mother-in-law," said Smith. 
"Rheta was at all times complain- 


ing of the fact that Earle did not 
sunport her. She was worked up 
over the fact that she was losing 
the love of Earle." 
He declared Dr. Alice had a deep 


affection for Rheta, that she fa- 
vored her marriage to Earle. and. 
that she did everything wjfnln her 
power to make life happy for the 
young couple.

HAVANA, Jan. 15—(AP) 


—Cuba's president resigned 
and her president-designate 
refused office today, leaving 
the strife-torn island republic 
without a chief executive. 


HAVANA, Jan. 15—iyP}—Carlos 


Hevia, secretary of agriculture, was 
named president of Cuba today. 


His appointment was made by the 
revolutionary junta—the leaders of 
the revolutionary government which 
placed Ramon Grau San Martin in 
power some time ago. Grau San 
Martin tendered his resignation last 
night. 
Carlos Mendieta, nationalist lead- 


er,s was regarded as another pos- 
sible choice for president and the 
junta remained deadocked nearly 
24 hours over the selection of the 
new chief executive of the nation. 
Mendieta approved Hevia's appoint- 
ment. 
Shortly before the announcement 


was made that Cuba had a new 
president, the troops at Camp Co- 
lumbia suddenly were assembled and 
four three-inch field pieces were 
mounted at strategic places. 
An expectant but undemonstrative 


crowd of several hundred persons 
gathered at the naval headquar- 
ters where sandbag barricades had 
been erected. 


Led Revolt Against Machado. 
Hevia is the only Cuban ever to 


be graduated from the United States 
naval academy at Annapois. 
For that reason he commanded 


^the revolutcnary expedition against 
former Presideht Gerardo Machado 
which landed in August, 1931, at 
Gibara, Oriente province, only to be 
bottled up promptly by Machado's 
troops. 
He was imprisoned and 


exiled to the United States.

A belief that the Russian five- 


year plan was a definite success was 
stated by Raymond Bragg, of Chi- 
cago, secretary of the 
Western 


Unitarian conference, who addressed 
a meeting of the men's club of All- 
Souls Unitarian church at the Uni- 
versity club Monday noon. 


Mr. Bragg, who has been in Rus- 


sia on two different occasions, was 
enthusiastic over the changes the 
plan is producing in Russia. 
He 
stated that since the inception of 
the plan, the Russians have located 
four times as much iron as they had 
formerly, five times as much coal, 
eight times as much lead, seven 
times as much zinc, and 15 times as 
much copper. 
Making Rapid Advance. 


"Always in considering figures on 


•what Russia is doing," Mr. Bragg 
said, "you must remember that the 
figures reveal much advance in 15 
years. Russia started from nothing, 
and although she has ittle if any- 
thing yet. is on her way to indus- 
trial leadership. At the present 
time, she is second only to the 
United States in the production of 
steel." 


"But 
the question which you 


should and must surely ask of any 
such radical change in an economic 
and social order," Mr. Bragg con- 
tinued, "is what kind and type of 
man will be the result of these 
changes.

"Whatever may be the final re- 
sult in Russia," Mr. Bragg said, "it 
nevertheless has begun a new way 
of thinking. Whereas, the rich were 
'ormerly the only ones who actually 
lad social approval and security; 
now these things belong to all those 
who work .conscientiously." 
In his address at All Soul's Uni- 
tarian church Sunday morning, Mr. 
Bragg reviewed the progress of lib- 
eralism toward new principles of 
society in various governments and 
social revolutions, declaring that 
liberals suffered various faults for 
no discipline had ever been

Removing A Street Tracks. 


The 
council also 
appropriated 


$1,500 for the purchase of 36-inch 
pipe for a storm sewer 340 feet long 
near Twenty-first and Lake street. 
The money will come from 
the 


storm sewer funds, an emergency 
being declared that permits the 
engineer to purchase the materials 
without advertising for bids. The 
project, set.up under the CWA, is 
already unfcr way, and will cause 
an expenditure of $850 for labor. 


Another CWA job started Mon- 
day is the 
removal of the 
car 
tracks from A street, Seventeenth 
to Twenty-first streets. 


With Jefferson avenue almost 
ready for traffic between Sumner 
and Garfield streets, members of 
the council are being asked to ex- 
tend Sumner street across the Bock 
Island tracks, east from Jefferson 
avenue. Since at least $20,000 will 
be needed, the work cannot be done 
for sometime, in the opinion of D. 
L. Erickson, city engineer. 


When Mr. Erickson said his plans 
contemplate a grade crossing and 
an underpass for Jefferson avenue, 
some members advocated an under- 
pass at the railroad. 
This would 
make too sharp a drop off the 
present street level, Mr. Erickson 
declared. 
This brought the sug- 
gestion that an opening be made 
north from Sumner street to Jef- 
ferson avenue. 


Contract Awarded.

Safety Education Best Answer To 


Lincoln's Accident Problem-Hodge 


By GEORGE HODGE. 


(State Re-employment Director) 
Anyone who Is safety-minded and 


visits Lincoln cannot help being 
disturbed because of the dally viola- 
tions of safe traffic practices and 
principles of accident prevention. 
One can hardly pick up a news- 


paper without reading of an auto- 
mobile accident, resulting In death 
or serious injury. 


Unsafe driving practices may con- 


tinue for sometime, but eventually 
the result is disastrous. 


Tbe public is only impressed by 


the spectacular. Tbe daily report 
of an injury here and a death 
there, toes on without much at- 
tention. However, if a single ac- 
cident resulted in as many deaths 
and serious injuries as occur in a 
year, then the public would look 
upon it as a terribl catastrophe. 
Organized accident prevention in 


industry started about twenty-six 
years ago. It is today an integral 
part of any industrial relations pro- 
gram as well as a part of good busi- 
ness management. 
Long ago, industry learned that 
the best answer to the accident 
problem is safety education. 
You 
may 
safeguard a plant with all 


kinds of mechanical 
devices and 


only eliminate about 15 per cent of 
the accidents. ' The other 85 per 
cent can only be combatted by 
teaching men the safe way to work. 


Carelessness and recklessness re- 


present the greatest cause of in- 
dustrial accidents. Add speed to those 
two and you have the threefold 
causes of street and highway acci- 
dents. 
-. 
Alertness Is one of the greatest 
factors of accident prevention. 
Alertness on the part of the driver 
and alertness on the part of the 
pedestrian. 
Years ago "we made a caretul 


study of the problem in Chicago. 
The Io6p area represents one of the 
most congested in the country. On 
a normal business day, it was found 
that 1,700,000 persons entered or left 
the loop between the hours of seven 
a. m. and seven p. m. State and 
Madison proved to be the businest 
corner in the world, where 40,000 
people and 2,000 automobiles passed 
it every hour. Barely is there a 
fat-' accident in the Loop of Chi- 
cago. Why! Because both the 
pedestrian and the motorist are 
aware of potential danger and are 
on the alert. On the highways, by- 
ways and residential streets of Cook 
county, carelessness, 
recklessness, 


chance-taking and speed take the 
terrible toll of over four human 
lives a day and thousands are in- 
jured during the course of a year. 
The only answer to the Lincoln 


accident problem is safety educa- 
tion of the public and it should • 
be a part of every public school 
educational program.

treasury from the federal reserve 
system under the proposed pro- 
gram. 


Tbe president recommended that 
from this profit a two billion dollar 
fund be set up in the treasury for 
the purchase and sale of gold in 
the foreign exchange and the pur- 
chase of government securities. In 
other words, he would create a sta- 
bilization fund. 


The presidential message also rec- 


ognized silver as a basic medium of 
exchange and urged a greatly in- 
creased use of this commodity by 
all governments. 


Under the Roosevelt program the 
nation's supply of gold hereafter 
would be held in the treasury as a 
reserve and basis for the country's 
currency. 


Sees Permanent Stabilization. 
Ultimately he looks for perma- 
nent stabilization of the dollar jn 
relation to the British pound and 
the French franc. Meanwhile, he 
will be working toward a definite 
and permanent devaluation of the 
dollar. 


In the talk with newspapermen, 
the president restated that the ob- 
jective of his monetary program 
was to bring the purchasing power 
of the dollar back to the level at 
which the average debts of the 
country were incurred so that these 
debts may be paid off with a dollar 
equal in value to that at which the 
debt was incurred. 
The method he is trying is to 
cut the theoretical gold content of 
the dollar. This can only be done if 
the treasury has all the gold. 


Therefore, if the gold content of 
the dollar is cut by 50 per cent, the 
gold .held by the treasury will be 
worth twice as much in dollars.

The president believes that the 
gold buying policy of the govern- 
ment, which he said has resulted in 
luge purchases, is largely responsi- 
ble for the recovery In commodity 
prices following the drop of last 
September and October. 


Another result of the program, 
he feels, has been to permit foreign 
sales of American export surpluses 
such as cotton and copper. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 15—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt today turned to 
;ongress for new powers to manage 
;he nation's currency through re- 
valuing the gold dollar—probably 
around 60 cent? at the outset. 
The calling into the treasury of 


all outstanding monetary gold—ag- 
gregating more than $3,500,000—was 
the first step planned by Mr. Roose- 
velt. 


Earliest reactions on Capitol hill 
indicated majority support for the 
chief executive's far-reaching step. 
It was equally certain, however, that 
opposition would spring up in both 
the house and senate. 


Delivery of a special message to 


congress around noon—an outline of 
;he president's plans ,and a request 
for more power—was expected 4b be 
the touchstone for a torrid debate 
on the entire monetary question, 
immediately or in the near future. 


Gold standard

Cards Spread on Table. 


In a scene made the more drama- 
tic by a tight-lipped, secrecy im- 
posed upon all present, Mr. Rooss- 
velt last night spread his cards upon 
a white house table before half a 
hundred senators and representa- 
tives. 


Back and forth across the presi- 
dent's upstairs study as the hour 
neared midnight suggestions were 
exchanged as to various levels for de- 
valuating the dollar. In the end the 
exact figure was left open. A re- 
quest for presidential atuhority to 
shift any original figure set was in- 
dicated. 


Senators and representatives fin- 
ally emerged from the executive 
mansion, many smiling, but all si- 
lent. -It was disclosed the blanket 
of secrecy was thrown in order to 
prevent European markets from 
taking avantage of a five-hour or 
so time difference over markets In 
this country. 


May Not Set Definite Firnre. 


Although it was intimated -that 
Mr. Roosevelt might not mention 
any definite dollar revaluation fig- 
ure immediately, speculation pre- 
ceding his message swirled about 
the figure indicated by Saturday's 
RFC gold 
price—approximately a 
40 per cent slash.

Mr. Roosevelt 
believes he has ample powers to or- 
der this gold into the treasury. He 
explained to the congressmen who 
met with him and Secretary Mor- 
genthau that the move was essen- 
tial so that the government and 
the government alone would profit 
from devaluation. 
The immediate prevailing impres- 
sion was that flexibility in adjust- 
ing the- dollar's gold content stood 
as a prime objective of the presi- 
dent. Present law, giving him au- 
thority for a 50 per cent cut in the 
23.22 grain gold dollar, was felt to 
lack sufficient flexibility for any 
series of changes within that figure.

Meanwhile, under authority given 


by the last legislature, a thorough 
overhauling of all the old books 
and papers is in progress, and when 
it is finishe deverything will be 
properly arranged and stored, with 
an index kept to show where each 
class of records may be found. 


The old 1867 constitution, which 
was the work of the territorial legis- 
ature and council preceding state- 
hood, is perhaps the most interest- 
ing of the three manuscripts. It is 
written by hand in an extremely 
ornamental 
style of penmanship 
and is quite well preserved. 
The 


signers were Territorial Governor 
Alvin Saunders, afterward governor 
of the state; O. P. Mason, presi- 
dent of the territorial council, or 
senate; and James J. Megrath, 
speaker of the house. 
Even more noteworthy as a his- 
torical relic than the 1867 consti- 
tution itself is a federal proclama- 
tion which accompanies it, bearin? 
the personal signature of William 
H. Seward, secretary of state in the 
presidential cabinets of Abraham 
Lincoln and Andrew Johnson, and 
also the seal of the United States, 
formally declaring Nebraska's ad- 
mission to the union as of March 1, 
1867. 


1867 Resolution Preserved. 


There is, along with thsse a joint 
resolution by the first state legis- 
lature at its session in 1867 ac- 
cepting the terms of statehood as 
provided under the 
enabling act

The 1873 constitution carries the 


signatures of the late John Lee 
Webster of Omaha as president and 
Guy A. Brown as secretary, with the 
names of the others who served in 
the constitutional 
convention as 
delegates.

Weaver, Falls City, as president:

U. S. SAILORS IN 
FOOCHOW,CHINA,

Naval Party Lands After 


Fallen Rebel Capital 


Is Evacuated. 


FOOCHOW, China, Jan. 15—CAP) 


—United States sailors landed here 
today to protect American lives and 
property in disorders accompanying 
the evacuation of this fallen rebel 
capital by the retreating Nineteenth 
route army. 
At the request of Gordon Burk*. 
vice consul in charge of the Uniteif 
States consular - district, a naval 
party came ashore from the Ameri- 
can gunboat Tulsa and immediately 
went on guard in the quarter. 
Already on hand offering protec- 
tion to their nationals when the 
United States sailors came ashore 
were 30 British sailors and 480 Jap- 
anese marines and sailors. 
Gen. Tsai Ting-Kai, commander 


of the Nineteenth route army, and 
Admiral Chen plunged into confer- 
ences attempting to prevent further 
violence. 
Number of Americans Unknown. 
In the midst of these negotia- 
tions, unverified reports were circu- 
lated that 10,000 rebel soldiers still 
were holding their ground in the 
Min river valley fighting area north 
and northwest of Foochow. 
The exact number of Americans \ 
in Foochow was not known. When 
< 
hostilities broke out, about 145 
Americans lived in Foochow, but 
many sought places of safety out- 
side the city. On the other hand, 
many living north and northwest 
of Foochow had come here seeking 
refuge. 
From Amoy came word today 
that as a result of the tension in 
Foochow disorders were feared in 
the southern sections of Fukien 
province. 
British missionaries were ordered 
by the British consul to evacuate 
the region around Amoy. All trans- 
portation facilities to Chuangchow, 
50 miles north of Amoy, were sus- 
pended because of the approach of 
the rebel soldiers.

"Although under existing law 
there is authority, by executive act,

"With the establishment of this 
permanent policy, placing all mone- 
tary gold in the ownership of the 
government as a bullion base for 
its currency, the time has come for

lar. Because' of world uncertain- 
ties, I do not believe it desirable in 
the public interest that an exact 
value be now fixed. The president 
is authorized by present legislation 
to fix the lower limit of permis- 
sible revaluation 
at 50 per cent. 
Careful study leads me to believe 
that any revaluation at more tnan 
60 per cent of the present statutory 
value would not be in the public 
interest. I, therefore, recommend 
to the congress that it fix the up- 
per limit of permissible, revaluation 
at 60 per cent. 


Added Power Urged. 


"That we may be further pre- 
pared to bring some greater degree 
of stability to foreign exchange 
rates m the interests of our people, 
there should be added to the pres- 
ent power of the secretary of the 
treasury to buy and sell gold at 
home and abroad, express power to 
deal in foreign exchange as such. 
As a part of this power, I suggest 
tb,at, out of the profits of any de- 
valuation, there should be set up a 
fund of two billion dollars for such 
purchases and sales of gold, foreign 
exchange, and government securi- 
ties as thg regulation of the cur- 
rency, the maintenance 
of the 
credit of the government and the 
general welfare of the United States 
may require. 
"Certain amendments of existing 
legislation relating to the purchase 
and sale of gold and to other .mone- 
tary matters would add to the con- 
venience of handling current prob- 
lems in this field. The secretary of 
the treasury is prepared to submit 
information concerning such 
changes to the appropriate com- 
mittees of the congress.

TO WHAT END? 


T 


HE man known to Wall street as David Lamar, 


the "Wolf," was found dead in a modestly priced 


room in a New York hotel. His name is not impor- 
tant. He himself did not consider it so, for when he 
first appeared in the great city where he was to be- 
come a mysterious character, he was known by other 
names. 
In his room, police found $138 m cash, a 


suit, a hat, a cane, a gold watch and chain, and gold 
cuff links. That was all which remained from a for- 
tune which at one time was computed in the mil- 
lions. 


It isn't so much the loss of wealth in David 


Lamar's life which excites curiosity, as it is an ap-i 
preciation of the struggles through which he passed. 
He had one blinding ambition, and that was huge 
profits through sly operations on the stock-market. 
What he hoped to gain was not only wealth, but pow- 
er and recognition. He had 
wealth—this strange 


man. 
It didn't mean a great deal to him. On many 


occasions, he could have retired and lived lavishly 
and luxuriously, as he did live when in the purple, 
on a great estate in New Jersey at one time and ill 
a mansion on Fifth avenue at another. Always his 
ambition drove him on, and when he found his path 
blocked by legal obstacles, it was charged he was 
none too scrupulous in cutting his way through 
them. 


So he divided his time between estate and man- 


sion and jail. 


We said Lamar must have 
suffered. The only 


punishment which could be meted out to him was his 
own conscience. He was'contemptuous and indiffer- 
ent outwardly to what people said of him, what they 
thought of him, and how they treated him. He had 
his own code and his own rule for living. It was a 
moft bizarre, a most extraordinary one. He took de- 
light in good clothes, in good food, in a cosmopolitan 
bearing, and apparently his favorite food was the 
curiosity which his appearance aroused when he put 
in at a popular gathering place. That was the enor- 
mous egotism of the man. But it isn't natural for a 
human being to remain aloof from his fellow men: 
to plan and scheme in solitary fashion; to deny him- 
self companionship and friends. The friends he had 
were .few, and if he placed confidence in any asso- 
ciate so as to reveal his true purposes, it is not en 
record. From the day of his first big success until 


>- the hour of his death, he remained the furtive, se- 


cretive, and uncommunicative man that he was when 
he first appeared. 


Such a career, exacts a penalty, consciously or un- 


consciously. It takes its toll because no man is con- 
stituted so that he can shut himself off completely 
without paying the price in solitary loneliness. No 
man is quite so strong in his own conception, al- 
though to all outward appearances he may possess 
that strength, but that he at times is assailed with 
dcubt and with fears. And no man, no matter how 
much he may "delude himself, can go on and on with- 
out hungering for the esteem and the affection of 
his fellow beings. 


The sweet life, if it is within the reach of people, 


* must be lived according to the rules. Those rules 
n change with changing conditions, but there are cer- 
" tain fundamentals .embodied in them which are un- 


changing. Foremost of them is the need for com- 
panionship. Through it, men are refreshed and 
strengthened, that they may go about their 
daily 


• tasks with new hope and a new perspective. Through 


it. the factors which enter success are acquired. 
Through it, all of the conventions axe stabilized. 


For those beset with financial worries, bedeviled 


with the pressing question of immediate livelihood, 
those struggling desperately to realize the objective 
of even a modest home and a modest income, the 
strange case of David Lamar is inexplicable. Like- 
wise, the sweet life with its philosophical calm is as 
elusive as the will o' the wisp. 


COMMANDEERING FEDERAL RESERVE GOLD. 
A 


UTHORITY to take possession of all gold in the 
United States available for use as money, and 


also of silver if the occasion should arise, undoubted- 
ly rests in the federal government. It is provided in 
the constitution that congress shall have power. "To 


• coin money, regulate the value thereof and of all 


foreign coin, and fix the standard of weight and 
measures." 


The gold dollar as it now exists is a creature of 


congressional enactment. The weight or fineness of 
the gold content can be changed at any time by tbe 
legislative establishment. 
It may also change the 


value of gold, for use as basic currency, as expressed 
in other kinds of dollars. In fact, congress has al- 
ready exercised its constitutional power in that re- 
gard by empowering President Roosevelt to devalue 
the dollar up to 50 per cent at any time he may con- 
sider such a step advisable. 


The president is now preparing to act in accord- 


ance with the authority conferred upon him bj con- 
gress, but before that is done the government plans 
to take over all stocks of gold coin and bullion now 
held by the federal reserve banks, so that when the 
devaluation is made the profit thereon will accrue to 
the national treasury and not to any other agency. 


Simpte justice requires such action. Months ago. 


at the government's behest, private citizens and busi- 
ness concerns surrendered their gold to the govern- 
ment—«ome $350.000.000 of it- - in response to the 
president's proclamation calling U in. That was done 
to meet a great national emergency. The vast ma- 
jority of people who had gold in their possession 
promptly and patriotically relinquished it. 
Only a 


few hoarders have not done so as yet. and the gov- 
ernment is proceeding against them to compel them 
to disgorge the metal they still have. 


Federal reserve banks, like money itself, owe their 


existence to an act of congress. They could be abol- 
ished at any time congress might see fit to do so. 
They were brought into being for a definite pur- 
pose—that of oroviding the medium through which 
currency could be expanded or contracted from time 
to time to meet the changing needs of business. 
They have not always functioned as they were in- 
tended to do. but that is another story. The point to 
kfrp 'n nwnd is that they hare no powers or rights 
except what has been granted them by the govern- 
ment. 


Thrse crrporat ions, privatelr controlled though fed- 


erally supervised, cave no moral or $egal right to

make a profit over any change in the basic value of 
gold which congress, or the president acting under 
congressional authority, may decree. They are un- 
der the same obligation to deliver their gold to the 
government as were the men, women, and children 
of America who have already done so. 


Of course, the government hus no right to confis- 


cate the gold, nor is anything of that kind contem- 
plated. The federal reserve banks will be compen- 
sated for it in the same way that everybody else was 
—by receiving its equivalent at face value in other 
kinds of dollars. 


Thereafter, if the government should reduce the 


amount of gold in the dollar by one-half, thus mak- 
ing twice as many dollars, it alone will realize the 
profit. Since all citizens have a stake in the govern- 
ment, this would be the only fair way to carry out 
the devaluation plan. If the government has twice 
as many dollars after devaluation, it will be able to 
go through with its recovery plan without loading 
the country down with new tax burdens, and every- 
body will realize some benefit, directly or indirectly, 
from that. 


"THE 
JAYHAWKER." 


SINCLAIR LEWIS' first play designed for 
the 


Broadway stage excites 'speculation, inasmuch 


as it is to be expected that the creator of "Babbitt" 
and other symbolical American characters would put 
his genius to the severe test of embodying satire in 
flesh and blood and make people like it. 


Sinclair 
himself describes his purpose in "The 


Jayhawker": 


"It's about the Civil war, from the guerilla anti- 


slavery clashes in Kansas to the Battle of the Wil- 
derness. But Lincoln isn't in it, there ain't no love 
scenes between a northern spy and a southern beau- 
ty, no plantation scenes dripping with honeysuckle 
and magnolia blossoms, no cunnels in the accepted 
movie sense." 
, 


Which translated literally means that the stormy 


red head is attempting on the stage the realism he 
achieved in his novels. He serves notice that all of 
the atmosphere which dramatic producers have re- 
lied upon to draw upon the emotions^of people and 
to send them from the theater satisfied and happy 
will be outlawed. He is dealing with a great episode 
in American history. It was so fraught with emotion, 
the consequences of the decision were so great, the 
underlying spirit of the clash so vital and so porten- 
tous that perhaps the customary devices of stage 
craft are not necessary. But in the quest for realism, 
it may develop that realism itself becomes unreal. 
For the very factors to which Lewis alludes con- 
temptuously were bound up in the struggle. Lincoln 
was its symbol. Union soldiers did fall in love with 
southern girls. 
The old plantation scenes were a 


part of the Civil war struggle, including the honey- 
suckle and the magnolia blossoms, and while 
the 


cunnel may have been the butt of more than one 
joke, he was nevertheless very much of a gentleman, 
very much the south', and very much the representa- 
tive of the philosophy of that region. 


BUILDING PICKS UP. 


MOST encouraging of recent reports is the tabu- 


lation by the F. W. Dodge corporation showing 


a larger volume of construction during December 
than at any time since October, 1931. 
, 


The major portion of it naturally is public works. 
But private as well as public construction shared 


in the increase, revealing improvement in a funda- 
mental factor of business. It was pointed out by 
Colonel Ayres, of the Cleveland Trust company, the 
ultimate success or failure of the recovery program 
hinges upon whether private industry and initiative 
take up and supplement governmental activity. 


The real relationship of widespread unemployment 


to the building trades' stagnation has not been de- 
veloped fully. At the low point in 1932, construction 
was but 16 per cent of normal. In other words, it 
had collapsed. 84 per cent, the most pronounced de- 
crease reflected in any line of activity. Building not 
only provides work directly, but its indirect influ- 
ences are even more important. 
Through the nec- 


essary production of material 
or 
supplies—steel, 


lumber, .finished hardware, millwork, and cement, the 
opportunity of employment is opened to millions of 
men. 


Throughout trie last two years, the greatest suffer- 


ing in the cities was experienced by common labor 
and by skilled artisans, although as a result of their 
plight, ultimately the white-collared worker was af- 
fected. 


MASTERY OF THE SKIES. 


WTNCLE SAM'S navy has given a convincing dem- 
nJ onstration of air fitness. The success of six 
large airplanes, carrying in all thirty men, and cov- 
ering 2,400 miles of flight over seas with uneventful 
precision, probably was robbed of its thrill for the 
public by the accuracy and efficiency with which it 
was carried forward. 


It now is fifteen years since the close of the World 


war. 


Aviation was in its infancy then. Although the 


struggle for the mastery of the skies was a spectacu- 
lar phase of the European conflict, it could not in- 
dicate in any way what the next major war will 
mean. Because, since its dose, all nations have been 
concentrating their energies upon the 
perfection, 


both in construction and operation, of the airplane. 
The results are far more than could be anticipated. 
The maneuvers of an airplane feat today have ap- 
proached perfection. Speed has been more than, 
doubled, and safety in flight shows equal advance. 
No nation can afford to remain indifferent to the 
threat from the air. In the last year, Italy, Prance, 
and Britain all have demonstrated what the airplane 
can do when constructed properly and operated ef- 
ficiently by trained, skilled airmen. 


The realization of the possibilities "of destruction 


not only of combatant forces but of civilian popu- 
lations as well should mould public thought and 
should prove a deterrent to war.. 


TRY AND COLLECT. 
BILL MURRAY of Oklahoma ar- 


ranges to bring the matter of tax exempt prop- 


erty to public attention in a picturesque fashion. The 
Oklahoma executive last week employed attorneys to 
bring suit against the federal government for the 
recovery of 100 minion dollars, which, he alleges, the 
Oklahoma treasury would have received had not the 
lands belonging to Indians of five civilized tribes been 
tax exempt. 


The suit goes squarely to the heart of the tax 


problem. 
. 


"While governmental expenditures have been in- 


creasing at alarming rates in the last forty years, 
while wealth has been growing, the exemption ol 
many forms of property from taxation has made 
even more rapid strides. The ultimate solution of the 
tax problem rests in part with the abolition of ex- 
emptions. Every form of wealth relieved of the ne- 
cessity of paying taxes adds just that much more 
burden to the wealth which does contribute to the 
support of government. 


FIRST ON THE DROP. 
RECENT developments in law enforcement sug- 


gest police and secret service operative have 


adopted a new practice when dealing with dangerous 
gangsters.

ANSWER. 
You seem to have the wrong idea 


about what these flights seek to ac- 
complish. They are not merely at- 
tempts to see how far a pilot can 
take his ship without grounding, 
but well thought-out 
experiments 
intended to improve air navigation 
and the equipment necessary for it. 
There may be an element of na- 
tional advertising in some flights, 
but it is no more than a side issue, 
the main objective being further 
and better service by aerial com- 
munications. 
England and France have great 
empires, and they are endeavoring 
to develop planes which will en- 
able them to reach their farthest 
provinces in the shortest possible 
time. It is bound to happen that 
in the course of these aerial ex- 
periments one country will obtain 
the lead for long-distance 
flying. 
At the moment France holds the 
record in the flight of Rossi 
and 
Codos from New York to Syria, 5,- 
640 miles, in fifty-four hours. Eng- 
land doubtless will follow with a 
flight from London to some' dis- 
tant possession which in turn gives 
her the first place. And probably 
we shall try and try again until an 
American aviator conquers the Pa- 
cific in a new and startling way. 


Such journeys bring to light new 
data as to engines and their acces- 
sories, gas consumption, winds and 
on. Hence. 
that score 
air currents, and so 
they are justified oh 
alone. I assume that speed con- 
tests like that for the 
Schneider 
cup likewise yield information con- 
cerning engine construction, strains 
and stresses which is valuable to 
further development. 
So, take a 
more charitable view of enterprises 
which at first blush appear unwise 
to the uninitiated.

This enlargement is 
due sometimes to straining, some- 
times to pressure, as by the en- 
larged womb in the expectant moth- 
er. 
Both constipation and diar- 
rhoea may be factors in tneir pro- 
duction. 
A haemorrhoid may undergo a 
number of different changes, wmch 
produce various symptoms.

becomes so thin that it bursts, 
producing so-called •'bleeding piles."

generations for a mess of shoddy 
prosperity. 
Here in America we are ruled by 
Mussolinis of finance who have 
forged the chains of economic sla- 
very about our necks. 
America's 


wealth has been estimated as high 
as $300,000,000,000 when times were 
better. Our total interest bearing 
debts, 
national 
and 
otherwise, 
mount up around $200,000,000,000, 
some estimates run fcigher. But at 
|>Igt 
a de 
this total it means a debt'of .$1586 
for every man, woman and child 
in the land; and still the popular 
pastime down at Washington seems 
to be. to soak the taxpayers for 
more interest bearing bonds. Un- 
less a stop is put to this orgy of 
spending we are headed along with 
Italy and perhaps the ..world, to- 
ward a terrific crash. 
In 1929 our income per capita 
was estimated at $701; now four 
years from the big slump the per 
capita income is hardly $300. On 
Nov. 
30, 1933, Federal Reserve 
Banking report claimed $5.740.774,- 
218 in circulation. With over $5,- 
000,000.000 of this held in 
the 
banks, only $740.774518 is really 
circulating among the people, or 
$633 per capita, but there probably 
Is not that much. Since March 9. 
1933. there has been a deflation of 
money and credits of $4.000.000.000. 
You. who toil out on yonder farms 
under the lash of necessity, when 
you sell your cattle, hogs, grain, 
dairy and other products 
below 
cost of production, and you unem- 
ployed who would 'oil if some one 
would only give yov a job. and you 
business and professional men. and 
all others who think at all. ought 
to know by this time that you have 
been knocked down by that ruth- 
less old slugger of deflation. We 
are smeared over with the bunk of 
overproduction fallacy while 


the 
common herd gets a new 
square deal in money, banking and 
finance. We need, and must have 
currency expansion and thus avoid 
the pitfalls of more iterest bearing 
bonds and the dangers of credit in- 
flation and deflation.

Hodge Says Employment 


Offices Studying 


Needs of State. 


"What State Employment Director 
George Hodge calls "an inventory 
for the future" is now being taken 
over the state by his employment 
managers in the different counties, 
with the assistance 
of local civil 


works directors. One purpose is to 
get things lined up so that men 
can be shifted from one kind of 
jobs to another without loss of 
time when winter weather stops 
some outdoor projects, and another 
is to outline a program for con-

phase of the CWA will expire. 
"Thousands of men and women 


previously idle have been put to 
work in the last several months," 
said Mr. Hodge. "What we are 
aiming at now is to keep them at 
work through the rest of the win- 
ter season." 
In the course of the present sur-

Nebraska towns were started Mon-

DECLARED VOID 


Judges Rule North Da- 
kota Action Is Without 


Force or Effect. 


PARGO, N. D, Jan. 15—{&)— A 


court of three federal judges today 
held North Dakota's embargo on 
out-state shipments of wheat and 
the law under which such embargo 
was ordered by Gov William A 
Langer without force or effect. 


The order comes out of an ac- 
tion brought by a group of North 
Dakota elevator companies against 
the governor and the state railroad 
commission 
In their decision the judges held 
that the power to order embargoes 
and thereby interfere with inter- 
state commerce does not lie with 
the legislature, but that all mat- 
ters relating to commerce between 
states are subject only to action by 
congress

The judges ordered an injunction 
against further attempts at impos- 
ing the North Dakota wheat em- 
bargo proclaimed last October 16 
by Governor Langer under the pro- 
visions of a law passed by the last 
legislature.

In addition, diversion ditches have 
been constructed to properly .handle 
the run-off, allowing it to reacn 
the mam drainage without cutting 
channels. 
In Webster county land owners 
have signed agreements on an area 
of 105,000 acres which will require 
approximately 2,100 structures. It 
is this job which will be completed 
by March 31, if possible. In Har- 
lan county, landowners hav signed 
up 10,000 acres involving approx- 
imately 500 structures.

Baldrige Tells Plan For 


Pari-Mutuel Sanction 


In Constitution 


Proposing adoption of a constitu- 


tional amendment legalizing parl- 
mutuel betting In Nebraska and 
asking the aid of the Nebraska Fair 
Managers' association 
in making 


the drive for such an amendment 
successful, Malcolm Baldrige, ox- 
congressman of Omaha, announced 
Monday night plans made by the 
Ak-Sar-Ben exposition for the le- 
galization of betting. Strong op- 
position to the plan was voted by 
most of the fair managers. 
The Ak-Sar-Ben association will 


attempt to get the 57,000 signatures 
necessary for the inclusion of an 
initiative proposal on the ballot, be- 
ginning within the next thirty or 
sixty days. 
Baldrigp described how the sys- 


tem of pari-mutuel betting 
had 
grown in Omaha, and "how sur- 
prising and disappointing it was to 
people all over the state when the 
supreme court in 1928 ruled 
the 
system out." 
"Omaha always has had betting," 


Baldrige said, "and it is probable 
that Omaha always will have bet- 
ting. There is little possibility that 
there would be any other place in 
the state that would or could use a 
pari-mutuel system, but it would 
certainly be a life-saver 
for 
the 
Ak-Sar-Ben exposition, if it could 
be legalized." 
Baldrige, in hisappeal, for sup- 


port, said the Ak-Sar-Ben exposi- 
tion, in the six years that pari- 
mutuel betting was legal in Ne- 
braska, distributed more than $85,- 
000 to Nebraska county fairs. 
Pair managers, however, were al- 
most unanimously opposed to back- 
ing the move and it is thought cer- 
tain, according to officers, that the 
association will close its annual 
meeting, without acting one way or 
another on the Ak-Sar-Ben propo- 
sition.Mitchell Voices Attitude. 
E. J. Mitchell of Deshler sound- 


ed the keynote of the entire meet- 
ing, and drew continued applause, 
when he said that "if gambling is 
all right for the Ak-Sar-Ben, then 
it is right just as much for the 
county fairs. I believe the supreme 
court ruled it gambling and, unless 
1 am mistaken, we have been try- 
ing for a good many years to clean 
up our fairs by getting rid of our 
gamblers. Now there is a proposal 


to open the doors for their return. I 
will oppose any such a move." 


Admitting that he lilted the fi- 
nancial return which pari-mutuel- 
ing had brought to the county fairs, 
R. R. Vance of Hastings, neverthe- 
less expiessed opposition to the re- 
turn or the system. Opposition was 
also expressed by Charles Oraff of 
Bancroft and R. C. Johnson 
of 
Mead.
